Comparative Balance Sheets for the fiscal years ended Decem- 
ber 31, 1948-1949, and December 31, 1949-1950, are presented in 
Exhibits I-A and II-A, respectively. As indicated therein the Net 
Debt decreased by $15,581.60 in 1949. In 1950, the financial condi- 
tion of the County changed from a Net Debt of $32,634.48, to a 
Surplus of $5,159.64, indicating a gain of $37,794.12.

ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS AND TREASURER 


All orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk of the 
Superior Court during the periods under review were examined 
and compared with corresponding entries in the Treasurer’s 
records. Supporting invoices and payrolls were also examined and 
the classification of expenditures noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s 
balance as of December 31, 1949 and December 31, 1950, is shown in 
Exhibits I-F and II-G, respectively. 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of the Super- 
ior Court of Coos County were examined. Court receipts were 
checked by source, insofar as possible, and found to be properly 
recorded. Court orders issued by the Clerk were supported by 
invoices, vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval of a Superior 
Court Justice. 


COUNTY FARM HOSPITAL 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of the County 
Farm and County Hospital were examined. Receipts of the Farm 
from the sale of milk and cream, wood, livestock and produce, and 
from boarders were checked by source through the triplicate 
receipt forms. All receipts of the Farm and Hospital, as recorded 
in the cash book, were properly accounted for by the Superinten- 
dent through deposits in the bank to the credit of the County 
Treasurer’s account. 

Classified summaries of receipts and expenditures of the Coun- 
ty Institutions for the years 1949 and 1950 are presented in Exhi- 
bits I-G and II-H, respectively. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Reduction of Net Debt: 


It is noted that during the ten year period from December 31, 
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1940 to December 31, 1950, the financial conditions of Coos County 
changed from a Net Debt of $279,959.07 to a Surplus of $5,159.64. 
The improvement in financial condition by years during this period 
is shown in the following statement:

In compliance with the laws of the State of New Hampshire, 
the Commissioners of Coos County present their annual report for 
the year ending December 31, 1951 together with reports of the 
Treasurer, Clerk of Court, Solicitor, Sheriff, Superintendent of 
County Farm and Hospital, House of Correction and Jail, Auditors 
and Chaplains. 


The County ended the fiscal year of 1951 with a net budget 
surplus of $18,669.00. This has been accomplished by the excellent 
industrial conditions prevailing in this area and the increased 
revenue from the Farm and Hospital. 


There have been no major improvements made in the County 
buildings, but they have been maintained in excellent condition. 
It is the plan of the Commissioners to make some extensive im- 
provements at the Almshouse in 1952. 


The bonded debt of the County has been paid off and Coos 
County now is one of the few counties that does not have any 
bonded debt to carry. This fact will result in a substantial saving 
in the 1952 budget, We believe that we have properly cared for all 
the relief cases that are the legal responsibility of the County. 


At this time we wish to extend our thanks to all employees of 
the County, officials of the towns and City of Berlin, employers 
of labor, clubs and organizations, and all individuals who have 
helped to make the 1951 fiscal year the financial success that it 
has been.

No major additions have been made at the Coos County Institu- 
tion in 1951 but a very complete maintenance program has been 
carried out with many minor improvements. 


A green pastures program on the farm was successful and we 
hope to continue on a more complete basis in 1952. You will note 
by our stock inventory and by our milk production that our herd 
has been greatly improved with the able assistance of Herdsman 
Tabor Gray. 


The hospital has been a very busy place. The 622 patient weeks 
of non-paying inmate patients show that your county poor and 
aged are receiving the hospital care for which this part of the 
institution was primarily established. 


We owe our sincere appreciation and thanks to Commissioners 
George Paine and Nelson Rich for their loyal support and encour- 
agement; to the Medical Staff for their fine cooperation; to the 
Hospital Staff for their loyalty under all conditions; to Private

Numerous acts of burglary in Coos and other counties, as well 
as in Maine and Vermont, were disposed of when a group of self- 
confessed offenders were sentenced to long prison terms in Canada 
for bringing stolen goods into the Dominion. 

There have been numerous examinations and two committals 
under Chapter 314, Laws of 1949, the “Sex Psychopath” Act, so- 
called. The enforcement of said act has proven very expensive. 


Despite the numerous cases, Coos County has been reasonably 
free of other expense involved in criminal matters. During the 
past two years, there have been but two days of jury trials in 
criminal matters. 


At present, there are no civil matters on the dockets involving 
the County of Coos.
